This principle is being put to 
use in this column today, as we 
are printing an article which 
gives an interesting view of life 
in Rushville nearly a century 
ago. 
In one way, at least, it is not 
inappropriate to run this bit of 
local history in this column — it 
is nearly a hundred years behind 
the times. In another respect, 
however, it seems to cramp our 
customary style, its interest be­ 
ing local. We had in mind a 
topic of international signifi­ 
cance, but lack of time and the 
feel of spring combined to pre­ 
vent the combing of the works of 
Aristotle and Bacon for quota­ 
tions. 


Grasshopper War 
Opened Now In 
Grain Belt 


Thanks to Harvey M. Co\ ng 
for the following article, wh h 
was printed in the Republican in 
1902, and which Mr. Cowing re­ 
ceived as a clipping in a recent 
letter from his cousin, Lewis 
Cowing of St. Augustine, Florida. 
The writer of the article, G. 
Cowing, was an uncle of Harvey 
Cowing, well known Rushville 
man. 


Reminiscences of Rushville 
By G. Cowing. 
To the Editor of the Republican: 
I became a resident of Rush­ 
ville in the autumn of 1839. The 
court house, then occupying the 
site of the present one, was a 
square brick building, more use­ 
ful than ornamental, but which 
was often graced by many of the 
ablest lawyers of the State. Rail­ 
roads, telegraphs, Jersey cows, 
fast horses, buggies, carriages, 
paved streets, and beggars were 
all then in the future for the 
town; but possibly its people 
were more happy then than now, 
for honesty and plenty abounded 
everywhere, and want and ex­ 
treme poverty and the present 
wild rush for money and social 
distinction were unknown. 
The 
pla'ce 
then 
contained 
about 400 inhabitants, and a ma­ 
jority of them lived on the 
square around the court house. 
The population was almost pure­ 
ly American, and from all parts 
of the country, with a large pro­ 
portion of Kentuckians, whose 
warm and hospitable manners 
gave tone to the place. It con­ 
tained a county library which 
had once been a good one for 
that time, but which was fast 
disappearing. R. S. Cox was li­ 
brarian, and the active work was 
generally done by his son Norval, 
who was then fourteen years old. 
Having much leisure that au­ 
tumn, and having been a lover of 
books since I was eight years old, 
I naturally soon found the old li-

Chicago, May 8 (JP) — Destruc­ 
tion of millions of tiny grass­ 
hoppers as rapidly as they hatch 
under the warming May sun and 
before they have a chance to 
feed on farm crops was begun 
by midwest grain farmers today. 
Hungry ’hoppers, the depart­ 
ment of agriculture estimated, 
destroyed crops valued at $99,- 
131,000 last year. Farmers want 
these dollars this year and have 
organized to exterminate the 
pest by scattering poison “bait” 
over the young grasshoppers’ 
feeding grounds. Already the ba­ 
by ’hoppers have appeared in 
some areas. 
Warnings 
by 
entomologists 
that the large number of grass­ 
hopper eggs in evidence this 
spring threatened a worse out­ 
break than last year spurred 
farmers to unite in an eradica­ 
tion campaign. They also hope 
to prevent Widespread egg infes­ 
tations next fall. 
A congressional appropriation 
of one million dollars for control 
of crop destroying insects will be 
used mainly in the grasshopper 
fight, Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace announced, but as yet 
there has been no allotment of 
funds to the various states. Ma­ 
terials for making the poison 
bait has been purchased private­ 
ly by hundreds of farmers. 
For several weeks entomolo­ 
gists and county agricultural 
agents have been meeting with 
groups of farmers advising them 
on methods of destroying the 
insects. In recent years many 
farmers have had experience 
with hordes of ’hoppers, but in 
1936 the campaign did not get 
under way until after the pests 
had started to migrate, denuding 
fields of vegetation as they 
moved along, making efforts to 
destroy them difficult. 
In Io^a township and county, 
grasshopper 
committees 
have 
been organized to consolidate 
forces against the ’hopper men­ 
ace. In Nebraska county agents 
have organized farmers in bri­ 
gades of “G-H Men” and have 
advised them to provide their 
own bait if government mater­ 
ials were unavailable. 
Grass­ 
hopper control committees have 
been organized in Illinois.

DIE IN MOCK WAR 


Aboard Battleship Pennsylvania 
in Mid Pacific Maneuvers, May 8 
(JP) — Two naval airmen were 
killed when their plane crashed 
and sank in the Pacific ocean 
during the United States fleets’ 
war games, naval officers re­ 
ported today. 
Victims of the crash were Lieu­ 
tenant Commander John Fran­ 
cis Gillon, 40, pilot of the plane 
and Glen M. Beal, radioman, first 
class. 
Their plane crashed Friday off 
Hawaii while Gillon, command­ 
ing scouting squadron 2B, was 
returning to the aircraft carrier 
Saratoga where other planes of 
his squadron were landing on 
the deck. 
Lieut.

Gillon’s 
plane suddenly went into a pow­ 
er dive and plunged into the 
choppy seas. Nearby destroyers 
rushed to the scene, but the 
plane and the two aboard had 
sunk.

Lakehurst, N. J.,^May 8 (JPj— 
There’ll be no “next time” for 
Captain Ernst Lehmann. 
But that’s what he talked of 
just before he died yesterday, a 
victim of the Hindenburg disas­ 
ter. He spoke of bringing a new 
zeppelin over the North Atlantic 
to America. 
“I hope the next time we come 
across we’ll have (non explosive) 
helium in the bags.” 
“I’m going to make it, I’ll be 
all right,” he said with feeble de­ 
termination. 
They placed him in an oxygen 
tent after that, but in a short 
time he was dead, this slight 
former skipper of the Hinden­ 
burg who stuck to the ship until 
he was forced to leap from her 
flaming control car with his 
clothing ablaze.

LEGION EXECUTIVES 


AGAINST COURT PUN 


Indianapolis, May 8 (JP) — 
Members of the national execu­ 
tive committee of the American 
Legion returned home today un­ 
til the national convention in 
New York Sept. 30 after reaf­ 
firming previous resolutions in 
defense of the United States su­ 
preme court. 
With only two dissenting votes, 
the committee adopted the reso­ 
lutions committee report urging 
reaffirmation of 1922 and 1927 
resolutions approved by national 
conventions which “condemned” 
attacks on the court and “any 
effort to grant congress judicial 
powers and authority now vested 
in the supreme court of the 
United States.” 
Before adjournment, the com­ 
mittee heard that-bids had been 
received from Los Angeles, Den­ 
ver and Chicago for the 1938 na­ 
tional convention. Legion offi­ 
cials of Kansas City, looking to 
the future, invited the Legion to 
meet there in 1941. 
The executive committee also 
reaffirmed its policy of promot- 
ihg “law and ojrder” in connec­ 
tion with strikes and noted “a 
growing indifference” in the re­ 
spect of law and “a failure to 
properly enforce law and the 
judgment of our courts.” 


two-thirds of his body, the smil­ 
ing zeppelin commander—who 
bombed London as a wartime air 
raider—let no complaint pass his 
lips, his nurses said. 
Fully conscious and rational to 
the end and in good spirits, he 
didn’t know he was dying. His 
faith in zeppelins was unshaken. 
“Thank you,” he said softly to 
a nurse when she put a glass of 
water to his parched lips at Paul 
Kimball hospital, Lakewood, yes­ 
terday just before his burns 
proved fatal. 
Today his body lay in an im­ 
provised morgue close by the 
ruins of the Hindenburg. Com­ 
rades recalled how he used to 
play wild airs on his accordion 
as his airships droned along in 
flight. 
Just before Captain Lehmann 
died, Dr. Adolph Tobin said, he 
declared: “I intended to stay 
with the ship as long as I could— 
until we could land her if possi­ 
ble, but it was impossible. Every­ 
thing around me was on fire. 
The windows were open in the 
central control cabin and

jumped. My clothes were all 
ablaze.”

Washin gton , May 8 W —Rear 
Admiral Cary T. Gray son , bu shy - 
browed Chairman of the Ameri­ 
can Red Cross, u rged ex pan sion 
of first aid train in g today in or­ 
der to help au to acciden t v ic­ 
tims. 
The 
58 -y ear-old 
ex ecu tiv e, 
completin g preparation s for the 
an n u al Red Cross con v en tion 
n ex t week, skipped ov er two 
y ears of record breakin g disaster 
relief accomplishmen ts to talk 
in an in terv iew abou t “what we 
can do from n ow on . 
“All these acciden ts on the 
highway . . . ” he said, choppin g 
off his sen ten ces. “We’v e got to 
make people more safety con ­ 
sciou s . . . 
“If wou n ds cou ld be dressed 
properly at the scen e . . . the 
most preciou s time is between 
the acciden t an d the hospital... 
we m u st do more first aid train ­ 
in g.” 
\ 
The con v en tion of 2,000 work­ 
ers will n ot pat backs abou t the 
$33,000,000 raised an d admin is­ 
tered by the Red Cross sin ce 
Gray son took office two y ears 
ago — n ot if “the adm iral” has 
his way . 
“We’ll discu ss better organ iza­ 
tion of local chapters,” he said, 
“an d more foresight for emer­ 
gen cies.” 
Admiral Gray son kn ows plen ty 
abou t 
han dlin g 
emergen cies. 
He’s been credited with speedin g 
u p the already qu ick-mov in g Red 
Cross. He ran Presiden t Roose­ 
v elt’s in au gu ration again this 
y ear — on 
schedu le despite 
a 
down pou r of rain . 
Red Cross membership has in ­ 
creased 1,000,000 sin ce he be­ 
came chairman . Floods rav aged 
the East in 19 36 . Last win ter’s 
rampage of the phio an d Missis­ 
sippi riv ers set a n ew high in 
wide-spread American disasters.

It is tru e th at we h av e made wonderfu l forward 
strides in th e p ast centu ry . Bu t th ey are no 
greater th an th e op p ortu nities warranted. And 
th ey nev er originated in th e b rains of gou r­ 
mands. 
Th e fact can’t b e denied th at we are literally 
eating ou rselv es to death , slowly b u t su rely . We 
eat as ou r fancy dictates and we eat th e wrong 
food to ex cess. 
If we really knew th e p rop ortion of th e p op ­ 
u lation th at is afflicted with th e ills coming from 
ov er-indu lgence in th e wrong kind of food, th e 
figu res wou ld b e staggering. 
Th e ch ild th at is stu ffed and p amp ered from 
th e time it b egins to eat solid food will not de­ 
v elop a normal mind or b ody . Th e sy stem can 
not p rop erly assimilate th e ov er-ab u ndance of 
stu ff th at it is p ermitted to eat. Mental defi­ 
ciency and b odily ailments are th e inev itab le re­ 
su lts. 
We may eat ou rselv es to death if we p refer, 
wh en we b ecome ou r own masters, and th at is 
p u rely ou r own affair. 
Bu t we h av e no righ t to stu ff a ch ild b ey ond 
cap acity th at is inju riou s to a b ody not y et m a­ 
tu red.

— are no w go ing in widely fo r v egetables and 
fruits which wo uld hav e been to o perishable to 
hav e been gro wn pro fitably under o ld transpo r­ 
tatio n co nditio ns. 
Yo u can no te a big change o f this kind right 
aro und o ur o wn co mmunity if y o u want to study 
the subject a little. Our peo ple are no w able 
to gro w many things they didn’t gro w a few y ears 
ago because go o d ro ads and the auto mo bile hav e 
made it po ssible fo r them to get such pro ducts 
to market. 
We’re in better po sitio n to fight fo r o ur share 
o f pro sperity than we ev er were befo re. We’v e 
fo und o ut that pav ed highway s are essential to 
farm success. And since success in practically 
ev ery field depends o n success o n the farm, it 
lo o ks as tlfbugh there is no lo nger any place in 
the United States fo r the man who fights a go o d 
ro ads mo v ement o f any kind.

Both p h ases are designed to 
keep Americans from h av ing a 
cash interest in th e war.
